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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 
1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality 
of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 03/09/2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 
Claims 10, 14, 18, 22, and 26- 27 are allowed. 
Claims 1- 9, 11- 13, 15- 17, 19- 21, 23- 25 and 28 are cancelled. 

In view of the amendment, filed on 04/07/2009 and 02/02/2009, 
following rejections are withdrawn from the previous office action for the 
reason of record. 

o Rejection of claims 10, 14, 18, and 26- 27 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 

second paragraph 
o Rejection of claims 26-27 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 

anticipated by Falster et al. (US 2001/0025597) 
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o Rejection of claims 10, 14, 18, and 22 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Iida et al (US '395) in view of Kitamura et 
al. (US '944) 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on 04/07/09 and 02/02/09, with respect to 
the claims 10, 14, 18, 22, and 26-27 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the previous rejection of claims 10, 14, 18, 22, and 26- 
27 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 10, 14, 18, 22, and 26- 27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior arts of record fail to teach or suggest a method for producing a single 
crystal by Czochralski method comprising the steps of immersing the seed 
crystal into the raw material melt, and growing the single crystal by rotating 
and pulling the seed crystal; wherein the single crystal is pulled while 
controlling a value of V /G(mm 2 I K •min) and the range of values of 
V I G(mm 2 IK •min) is controlled according to 7 , max (°C) in which F(mm/min)is the 
single crystal pulling rate, G(KI mm) is the temperature gradient at a solid- 
liquid interface in a range of a melting point of the raw material and 1400°C, 
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and 7^ (°C) is the highest temperature of the raw material melt at an interface 
between a quartz crucible inner wall and the raw material melt; wherein, the 
range of values of V I G(mm 2 IK •min) is a function of r max (°C), as claimed in claim 
10. 

The closest prior arts of record of Iida et al (US '395), Kitamura et al 
(US '944), and Falster et al (US '597) fail to teach the range values of 
VI G(mm 2 1 K •min) is controlled according to r max (°C) and further the range 
values of V I G(mm~ I K • min) is (A) from 

- 0.000724[mm 2 l(°C • A • min)] x T max (°C) + 1 .3 l(mm 2 1 K • min) to less than 

- 0.000724[/m/m 2 l(°C • A • min)] x 7 max (°C) + 1 .38(mm 2 / A" • min) or (B) 

- 0.000724[/m/m 2 /(°C • A • min)] x T max (°C) + 1 3S(mm 1 IK* min) or more, or (C) from 

- 0.000724[mm 2 /(°C • A • min)] x 7 max (°C) + 1 .3 2 / A • min) to 

- 0.000724[mm 2 /(°C • A • min)] x T max (°C) + 1 .35(mm 2 / A • min) . More specifically, the 
determination of V I G(mm 2 1 K •min) is dependent on r max (°C), as claimed in claim 
10. 

Therefore, claims 10, 14, 18, 22, and 26- 27 deemed allowable.
